Re Item V 

WO 02/1 631 8 (D1 ) does not disclose the present benzothiazole derivatives, nor are 
suggestion to be found in D1 that the present compound could be a solution for the 
problem underlying the present application, namely the provision of further capsaicin 
modulators. Thus, the present subject matter fulfil the requirements of Article 33(2) and (3) 
PCT. 

For the assessment of the present claims 17-47 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States (Article 33(4) 
PCT. The patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The 
EPO, for example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of 
claims to the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a 
known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound for 
the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment. 
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
